Carranza Troops Had Five-Hour Bat­ 


tle W ith Bandit Bands and Put 
Them to 
Flight— Many 


Rumors Abroad. 


El Paso, Texas, April 12.— The .story 


of the deal Ii of Villa is termed a hoax 


by a Mexican cattleman who arrived 


here today and said his ranch near 


Bachiniba recently was visited by a 


band of Villa men. 
This man said 


Villa was neither dead nor wounded, 


but that Pablo Lopez, 
the 
bandit’s 


lieutenant and executioner, had died 


and that Villa had deliberately used 


bis death as the basis for the story 


of his own finish in an effort to fool 


his pursuers. 


Report Villa 
Has Doubled 
Back. 


Presidio, Texas, April 12.— Reports 


that Villa has doubled back from the 


region south of Parral and is on his 


way northeast towards Ojinaga were 


circulated along this portion of the 
border today, but were not credited. 
The reports w ere based on informa­ 
tion said to have been received by 
Col. Kiojas, commander of the1 Car­ 
ranza garrison, frill sources he con­ 
siders 
reliable. 
Villa’s 
object 
in 
working back was said to be an at­ 
tempt to stir up dissatisfaction in the 
Carranza garrison. 


Carranza Troops Battle Bandits. 
Torreon, Mexico, April 12.— Details 
of a five-hour 
battle 
between 
the 
Carranza garrison at Pasje, Durango, 
and an attacking force composed of 
Contreras and Cenieeros bandits were 
brought here today. 
The outlaws fled 
in disorder into the bills of Nazas 
district, after losing seventy killed, it 
is reported. 
The de facto troops had 
four dead. 
The battle took place on Sunday. 
First reports w ere that the attacking 
forces 
w ere 
commanded 
by 
Gen. 
Conuto Raves. 
As negotiations have 
been under way for the surrender of 
General 
Hayes 
under 
an 
am nesty 
grant, biller disappointment was ex ­ 
pressed 
by 
Carranza officials. 
The 
surrender was expected to cripple the 
Villa cause in the neighborhood of 
Torreon. 
The fight was reported to 
have been precipitated by the garri­ 
son, which is said to have fired on 
the troops of Gen. Hayes. 
The latest details, however, seem to 
sho\t that Hayes is not implicated and 
there are still hopes that he will stop 
warfare against Carranza. 
A doctor 
sent from here to treat som e of the 
men wounded in the battle brought 
back the details of the engagem ent. 
He said the bandit 
attackers 
were 
subjected to a withering fire from the 
garrison. 
They fled. 


American Line Is Beyond Parral. 
El Paso, Texas, April 12.—That the 
American force has penetrated far be­ 
yond Parral and is near the Chihua 
him-Duran go border line, is indicated 
in code dispatches received here this 
afternoon by private concerns with in­ 
terests in the Parral district. 
These 
dispatches said that 
the 
American 
columns had a temporary base near 
Parral and that towards the end of 
last week two companies of the motor 
truck train had delivered supplies at 
this base. 
This is the first information that 
has com e from the flying columns of 
Colonel Dodd for 
several 
days. 
It 
seem s certain that Villa now, if he 
still lives, has passed into the moun­ 
tain regions of Durango and that he 
is in a position to get in touch with 
the scattered bandit 
forces of that 
district. 
It is not believed here, how­ 
ever, that the forces of Colonel Dodd 
have left the Durango line. 
To do so 
would lengthen the line of communi­ 
cation too dangerously. 
It is likely 
they have remained in touch with their 
supplies at Parral.

miral Fiske to read a paper before 
the Navy League convention here to­ 


d a y stirred a wave of denunciation 
against the secretary. 
The admiral’s 
paper, previously published in an of­ 
ficial publication of the 
naval > war 
college, was read by William Lewis, 
of Lake Forest, 111., while the meeting 
cheered roundly. 
Col. Robert M. Thompson, president 
of the league, read a letter trom Sec­ 
retary Daniels, denying 
the 
request 
that the admiral read the paper, and 
then declared: 
“I desire to express 
my sorrow that the navy department 
should 
take 
this 
narrow view', so 
strongly in conflict with that taken 
by the war department. 
It involves 
the 
constitutional 
right 
of 
free 
speech.” 
Colonel Thompson’s mention of Sec­ 
retary Daniels’ name brought hisses 
from a part of the house. 
Henry* Reuterdahl and William II. 
Stayton, of New' York, attacked the 
secretary’s 
position, 
and the former 
declared that “wholesale gagging of 
navy officers does not come originally 
from Hie navy department, but origi­ 
nally from the White House.” 
Secretary Daniels’ letter gave as a 
reason for his position the attitude 
taken 
by 
the 
department recently 
when Admiral Fiske was not permit­ 
ted to speak to the Commercial Club 
of Chicago on the nation’s naval af­ 
fairs. 


Berlin, April 12.— The German re­

!ships contains the statement that the 


j Englishman, Eagle Point, Manchester, 


Engineer and Berwindvale were de­ 


stroyed by German submarines. 
Evi­ 


dence is presented to show that these 


vessels were torpedoed in accordance 


with the rules of war. 


The note states a German subma­ 
rine torpedoed a ship in the vicinity 
of where the Sussex was damaged by 
an explosion, but that evidence shows 
that the vessel was not the Sussex. 
In regard to the Sussex, 
the 
note 
4 
states that only one German subma­ 
rine was in Hie vicinity, and that it 
torpedoed one steamship. 
The com­ 
mander of the submarine 
made 
a 
sketch at the time. This sketch has 
been compared with a photograph o f 
the Sussex and has been found to be 
quite dissimilar in build. 
Therefore, 
j it is presumed a mine was responsi- 
J hie for the damaging o f the Sussex. 
In the way of corroboration it is stat 
ed that German naval boats destroy­ 
ed twenty-six boating mines on that 
day. 
The statem ent is made 
that 
t h e 
submarine commanders assured t h e m ­ 
selves before sinking the ships th a t 
their destruction w'as 
justified 
and 
that crews were rescued, no men b e ­ 
ing left aboard the vessels. 
Interesting comments on the theory 
that the explosion was caused by a 
mine, is furnished by the statem ent 


o f a S w i s s passenger o n th a t v e s s e l . 
According to the version of h is s t a t e ­ 
ment given to tile Associated Press, h o 
asserted he is convinced that a mine 
w as

GREAT BRITAIN MAKES ANSWER 


Senate Takes a Hand. 
Washington, April 12.—The contro­ 
versy between Secretary of the Navy 
Daniels and Rear Admiral Fiske, for­ 
mer aide for operations, took a new* 
turn today, when the senate adopted 
without discussion a resolution offer­ 
ed by Senator Lodge, calling for the 
correspondence Mr. Daniels declined 
to produce before the house commit­ 
tee during hearings on the naval ap­ 
propriations.

BELIEVES IN SHEEP. 


In 
Experience 
of 
an 
Idaho 
Farmer 
Handling a Flock. 
I am not in the sheep business very 
heavily. I feed nothing but hay, which 
iii wild grass I feed on the snow, 
writes an Idaho correspondent of the 
Orange Judd Farm er. 
There is a 
spring in my yard th at never freezes 
i over, which supplies plenty of good 
water. 
At night my sheep are kept in 
a log barn. 
I have had quite a bit 
of experience in feeding sheep. 
They 
are as easily wintered as other stock. 
I de r,#t have as much loss iii winter 
as I do in summer. 
I have to feed 
about four months out of the year, 
which I believe is a long time. 
I fig­ 
ure it takes tw enty tons of hay to win­ 
ter IOO sheep. 
A lamb dropped in 
April or 3lay iii a year pays for his 
keep w ith his fleece. 
I have handled sheep for several 
years, beginning with fifty ewes. I did 
so well the first year that I bought 
‘JOO more, and there is where I fell 
down. 
I w as crowded for room, and 
the w eather at lambing time w as 
cold, w et and disagreeable. 
Conse­ 
quently I lost a number of my lambs. 
A farm er bas no business having more 
stock than he has the room to care for, 
and it is necessary to have plenty of 
feed a t all seasons of the year, especi­ 
ally during the months of March and 
April. 
I believe a beginner should 
start w ith a few ewes and gradually 
work into the business. My experience 
has been that sheep are the most

Physical Training In England. 
N otw ithstanding the cry of “Spe­ 
cialization,” 
“Professional-A m ateurs” 
and 
‘ Super-St Tenuous 
Training,” 
w hich has always greeted the victory 
of American athletes in England, the 
British authorities have at last aw ak­ 
ened to the importance, of sym tcm atic 
and ofliicial training Cor the students 
of the English schools and univer­ 
sities. 
A broad plan for the. introduction of 
physical training as a part of the cur­ 
riculum of English schools and uni­ 
versities has just been form ulated in 
London along lines suggested by Prof. 
Ta it Mackenzie, of the U niversity of 
Pennsylvania, who is in England on 
leave of absence and in charge of 
physical training at a m ilitary cam p 
near M anchester. 
The new plan, as outlined by Sir 
Lauder Brunton, a distinguished Lon­ 
don scientist and author 
of 
m any 
standard works, is as follows: 
“Our public schools wall hcncefort n 
have ‘games m asters,’ recruited from 
the same d a is e s as the ordinary men 
teachers, an* of equal rank 
in 
the 
faculty. 
H itnerto some of the schools 
have had a blet ic coaches w ho de aith 
with pract.ce and training and selec­ 
tion of team s. 
These coaches have 
been of great practical im portance, 
but the ‘games m asters’ will be m ore 
efficient. 
They will necessarily have 
to be equipped w ith a sound know ­ 
ledge of physiology and m edicine as 
well as intellectual fitness for skilled 
scientific direction, in order to wield 
more authrity and bring about 
th* 
object in view. 
‘ This object, broadly put, is the 
absolute bodily fitness of 
the 
stu ­ 
dents. produced by a judicious alt cr­ 
im’ion of games, gym nastics and phy­ 
sical culture of the right sort. 
The 
usual objection is bound to be m ade, 
that is, that cricket and football a is 
already taken too seriously 
by 
the 
schools. 
But that is shallow talking. 
The future physical fitness of \o u n g 
England is a m a tte r of grave national 


concern.”

Paris, April 
12.—Complete official ] 
figures as to the agricultural situation j 
in France show an acreage under cub I 
tivation for the season of 1916 ex-| 
ceeding considerably that of 1915. The 
increase has been due largely to the 
propaganda of agricultural professors 
in the different departments and local 
societies for the seeding of land hith­ 
erto uncultivated. 
A very considerable reduction in the 
production of sugar beets, because a 
great portion of the sugar beet region 
is held by the Germans, caused con­ 
siderable anxiety, and a commission 
was appointed to take in hand the 
development of beet-growing in new 
fields, particularly in the wheat-grow­ 
ing provinces where it is found the 
cultivation of beets may play a very 
important roll in 
the 
rotation 
of 
crops. 
This commission arranged a 
form of contract 
for the furnishing 
and transportation of seed as well as 
the transportation of the beets, so as 
to assure the growers a steady m ar­ 
ket under favorable conditions. 
It is 
not probable that the acreage of sugar 
beets that had been reached before 
the war will be immediately attained, 
but a long step will be taken in that 
direction this year. 
The acreage of growing grain on 
January I, according to official figures 
was: 
Wheat—12,570,000 acres. 
Maslin, wheat and rye mixed—239,- 
OdO acres. 
Rye—2,200,000 acres. 
Barley—248,325 acres. 
Oats—1,712,540 acres. 
Live stock of the country has felt 
the effect of the war more than agri­ 
culture, but Monsieur Meline, minis­ 
ter of agriculture, who, in spite of his 
advanced years remains the man of 
action he always was in public life,

The

Immature corn should not be 
selected in any case, for if it germi­ 
nates—which is improbable—immature 
corn may be produced.
